Mr. Burns said he was not 
well enough informed to discuss any 
subject pertaining to thf» work of the 
commission. He knew them personal­ 
ly as high minded men. and he ap ­ 
preciated Superintendent Nevin as a 
painstaking official, deeply interest­ 
ed in his w’ork. If the ordinary em ­ 
ployes of the commission had vio­ 
lated the law. Mr. Burns said, he 
knew' positively that it was without 
the knowledge of either the su p er­ 
intendent or the commissioners. 
Thinks Change W ill be Made 
Commissioner Burns added that 
while he disliked to discuss a m at­ 
te r concerning which he possessed 
little personal knowledge, it seined 
to him a proper and wise 6tep for the 
commission to accede to the wishes 
of the people along the Mississippi 
and restore rescued bass and other 
fish to the river instead of sending 
them to inland lakes. 
Conditions Have Changed 
, “ As I understand 
it,” 
said Mr. 
Burns, “th e commission regards the 
Mississippi as a large natural h atch ­ 
ery. So long as the practice did not 
seem to deplete the fish supply in 
the river, it was proper under the 
law for the commission to take bass 
from land-locked w aters along the 
river to supply th e lakes. 
But 
I 
doubt if the commission, when con­ 
vinced th a t th e fishing in the Mis­ 
sissippi is on the wane, will deem it 
proper to take m ore fish from the 
river sloughs. I know' they w ant to 
be fair, and I think th a t is fa ir.’’
